DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1 1 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The structure of the fuel cap is not clearly set forth. What structure represents a 
"pressure part" in claim 21? 

Claim 1 1 contains the trademark/trade name FKM-Viton. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex 
-parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the 
trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. 
A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. 
Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the 
trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to 
identify/describe FKM-Viton and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kerby (US 
4,993,578). See figure 3 regarding the substantial V-shape of the lips. 
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4. Claims 1,12-16,18,ancl 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Sarrazin (US 4,416,391). The disclosed fuel cap 1 has an interior closure body 6, a body 
surrounding spring 12 and a gasket 9. 

5. Claims 12-16,18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morgan et al. (US 6,213,331 ). Fuel cap 2 has an interior closure body 12, a spring 28 and a 
gasket 15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kerby. 
Kerby teaches the claimed fuel cap except is silent regarding the specifics of the 

dimensions and material as claimed in the instant claims. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form the gasket of any specific material including FKM-Viton, since it has 
been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the 
basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. 

Regarding the specific dimensions of the claims, Kerby appears to disclose the 
dimensions in the drawing figures. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to form the fuel cap gasket of any desired radius, 
thickness, circumference, and/or elasticity, since it has been held that discovering an optimum 
value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art expedient manufacturing a 
fuel cap for the intended use thereof. > 
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8. Claims 18,19,22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kerby. Claim 18 does not invoke the provisions of 35 USC 1 12, 6 th paragraph. 

Kerby teaches the structural features of the claimed invention, inducing the general 
shape of the gasket. Kerby, however, is silent regarding specifics of the elasticity and thickness 
of the gasket. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form the fuel cap gasket of any desired radius, thickness, circumference, 
and/or elasticity, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective 
variable involves only routine skill in the art expedient manufacturing a fuel cap for the intended 
use thereof. 

Conclusion 

9. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37
